(!) a recording system, characterized by comprising: 

a board such as a whiteboard on which anything 

can be written and erased easily; 

an imaging device such as a liquid crystal 

projector displaying an image on a surface of the board; 

an image scanning device electrically scanning 

data on the board; 
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a computer controlling the image scanning device 
and the imaging device and processing data of the image 
scanning device and the imaging device/ and 

a printing device printing the processed data 
from the computer. 

(2) The recording system as claimed in claim 1, 
characterized in that not an image displayed on the board by 
the imaging device but only data drawn on the board is read 
into the computer using the image scanning device, and 

the image displayed on the board by the imaging 
device and the data drawn on the board which data is read into 
the computer are synthesized, recorded and printed by the 
computer . 

(3) The recording system as claimed in claim 1, 
characterized in that in consideration of a magnification 
ratio of the image displayed on the board by the imaging device, 
the magnification ratio of the image scanning device for 
electrically scanning the image on the entire board is 
adjustable automatically by the computer or manually. 
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(54) RECORDING SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To avoid a job of manual writing of a printed 
matter onto a white board or the like by combining the 
white board, a picture device such as a liquid crystal 
projector, a picture reader, a computer and a printer. 
CONSTITUTION: A picture device 2 being a liquid 
crystal projector is used to project a data onto a board 3 
with the aid of a computer 1 . Then a picture reader 4 
comprising a CCD video camera as a heart is used to 
allow the computer 1 to read a data on the board 3. The 
read data is processed or without modification and the 
data is printed out by a printer 5 such as a laser printer. 
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
